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THE IDOLATRY OF THE HINDOOS. 

Of all idolatries which I have ever read or 
heard of, the religion of the Hindoos, in 
which I have taken some pains to inform 
myself, really appears to me the worst, both 
in the degrading notions which it gives of the 
Deity, in the endless round of its burden- 
some ceremonies, which occupy the time, 
and distract the thoughts, without either 
instructing or interesting its votaries ; in 
the filthy acts of uncleanness and cruelty, 
not only permitted, but enjoined, and in- 
separably interwoven with these cere- 
monies ; in the system of castes, a system 
which tempts more than anything else the 
devil has yet invented to destroy the 
feelings of general benevolence, and to 
make nine-tenths of mankind the hopeless 
slaves of the remainder ; and in the total 
absence of any popular system of morals, 
or any single lesson which the people at 
b 3 
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large ever hear, to live virtuously and do 
good to each other. I never have met 
with a race of men whose standard of 
morality is so low, who feel so little 
apparent shame on being detected in a 
falsehood, or so little interest in the 
sufferings of a neighbour, not being of 
their own caste or family; whose ordi- 
nary and familiar conversation is so. 
licentious; or, in the wilder and more 
lawless districts, who shed blood with so 
little repugnance.

THE MISSIONARY IN BENGAL. 

When the little tent is pitched in the 
shade of a mangoe grove, on the outskirts 
of a Hindoo village, the inhabitants 
soon crowd around, and the missionaries 
enter into friendly conversation with 
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them, preparatory to the proclamation of 
the Gospel, The natives in the country 
are usually more accessible to the truth 
than those in towns, having a natural 
simplicity and sincerity about them, which 
are rarely found in large places. There 
are thousands who would readily embrace 
Christianity, but for the frowns and perse- 
cuting spirit of the Brahmins and Zemin- 
dars. 

I entered a village one evening with 
two missionary brethren, and we erected 
our tent under a splendid banian-tree. 
The following morning was the Lord's- 
day, and we prepared for preaching ; but 
the Hindoos have no day of rest. Near 
our tent was a bazaar, beginning at ten 
o'clock* and this was crowded with 
thousands who bought and sold clothes, 
vegetables, brass utensils, and other 
articles. My catechists, Skunder and 
Noduchaud, converted Heathen, mounted 
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the cart which carried our tent, and spoke 
for an hour, and the people came over in 
succession to hear the Word of God* We 
found those good simple countrymen well 
disposed, and they listened to the message 
of Divine love with surprise and pleasure* 
It was the first message of grace that had 
ever been preached in this populous place* 
We of course spoke ourselves* and dis- 
tributed hundreds of gospels and tracts 
among them* Little bands were seen 
standing in circles, one of whom was 
heard reading the contents to the rest; 
and we continued all day thus employed* 
Weary and exhausted from the day's 
labour. I walked out after sunset to enjoy 
the fresh evening breeze. The people 
were returning home from the market; 
many had the tracts in their hands, and. 
to my great joy, they conversed together 
on the subject that had so agreeably 
arrested their attention in the course of 
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the day. One person said, " This padre 
Saheb has indeed told us the truth ; one 
should leave the ways of sin." Another 
continued, " He also said the worship of 
idols was unprofitable, and cannot save the 
soul. Indeed it is so ; we have for many 
years been praying to them, and it has 
done us no good." A third said, " He 
likewise asked us, Who of you will make 
a beginning, and return to this kind 
Father in heaven? Indeed, we should 
follow his advice." Such expressions were 
to my mind delightful tokens, that the 
good seed we disperse is taking root, and 
ripening to the harvest; and I returned 
to my tent, praying that the light of the 
glorious Gospel might soon dispel idolatry 
and spiritual darkness from the plains of 
unhappy India. .

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THE STONY WASTE.

THE CIVILIZING EFFECTS OF 
CHRISTIANITY. 

Perceiving several canoes coming off to 
us, we lay-to for them. The first that 
reached us was a single man, whose costume 
soon convinced us that we were not the 
first visitors to this solitary place. He 
wore a straw hat shaped like a common 
English hat; and, besides his maro, of 
waist-cloth, he wore a cloak of tapa, of 
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the same form with the South American 
poucho. While we were questioning our 
visitor, another canoe of very singular 
construction came alongside of us. Two 
persons, who by their dress and appear- 
ance seemed to be of some importance, 
now stepped on board, and, to our great 
surprise, produced a written document 
from that branch of the T<onrton Mission* 
ary Society settled at Otaheite, qualifying 
them to act as teachers in the island of 
Mauke. They were very fine-looking 
men, dressed in cotton shirts, cloth 
jackets, and a sort of petticoat of very fine 
mat, instead of trowsers. They were much 
astonished at everything they saw on 
board the frigate, though it appeared 
they were not ignorant of the use of guns 
and other things, but they evidently had ' 
never seen so large a vessel. The galley- 
fire and the players on wind-instruments 
in the band seemed to surprise and delight 
them more than anything. Our bread 
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they ate, after smelling it, but it is im- 
possible to describe their faces of disgust 
on tasting the wine. 

As soon as their .curiosity was satisfied, 
We determined to avail ourselves of their 
local knowledge as guides, and to go on 
shore. We embarked in two boats, taking 
one of the missionaries in each, but we 
found the surf on the beach so violent 
that we got into the natives' canoes, trust- 
ing to their experience for taking us 
safely through. This they did with 
admirable dexterity, and our passage in 
the canoes convinced us that no boat of 
ours could have effected a landing. When 
we arrived, it appeared as if the whole 
male population had assembled to greet 
us ; the only two women, however, were 
the wives of the missionaries, decently 
clothed from head to foot. Each indi- 
vidual of this numerous assembly pressed 
forward to shake hands, and seemed un- 
c 
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happy till this sign of friendship had 
passed. This ceremony being over, they 
conducted us towards their habitations, 
which were about two miles inland. Our 
path lay through a thick shady wood, on 
the skirts of which, in a small open space, 
two handsome canoes were building. They 
were each eighty feet long ; the lower part, 
as usual, of a single tree hollowed out with 
great skill. The road was rough over the 
fragments of coral, but it wound agreeably 
through the grove, which improved in 
beauty as we advanced; and at length, 
to our surprise and pleasure, terminated in 
a beautiful green lawn, where were two 
of the prettiest white-washed cottages 
imaginable — the dwellings of the mission- 
aries. The inside of their dwellings 
corresponded with their exterior neatness. 
The floors were boarded; there was a 
sofa, and some chairs of native workman- 
ship ; and windows with Venetian shutters, 
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rendered the apartments cool and agreeable. 
The rooms were divided from each other by 
screens of tapa, and the floor was covered 
with coloured varnished tapa, resembling 
oil-cloth. We were exceedingly struck 
with the appearance of elegance and 
cleanliness of all around us, as well as with 
the modest and decorous behaviour of the 
people, especially the women. 

After partaking of the refreshment 
offered us by our hostess, which -consisted 
of a baked pig, bread-fruit, and yams, we 
accompanied the missionaries to their 
church. It stands on rising ground, about 
four hundred yards from the cottages. A 
fence, composed of the trunks of cocoa-nut 
trees, surrounds the area in which it stands. 
Its form is oval, and the roof is supported 
by four pillars which bear up the ridge. 
It is capable of holding two hundred 
persons. Two doors and twelve windows 
give it light and air ; the pulpit and read- 
c 2 
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ing-desk are neatly carved and painted 
with a variety of pretty designs, and the 
benches for the people are arranged neatly 
round. Close to the church is the burying*, 
place, which is a mound of earth covered 
with green sward ; and the whole has an 
air of modest simplicity which delighted 
no less than surprised us. 

On our return to the beach one of the 
missionaries accompanied us. As we re- 
traced our steps through the wood, the 
warbling of the birds, whose plumage was 
as rich as it was new to us — the variously- 
tinted butterflies that fluttered across our 
path — the delicious climate — the magnifi- 
cent forest trees, and, above all, the perfect 
union and harmony existing among the 
natives, presented a succession of agreeable 
pictures which could not fail to delight us.

tion : it is from his perseverance that he 
looks for strength. An additional turn 
every day lessens his repugnance, in- 
creases his vigour, improves his spirits. 
That effort which was submitted to be- 
cause it was salutary, is continued because 
the feeling of renewed strength renders it 
delightful.

So signal an event as the conversion of

A 
tyrannical king, the fitting emblem of a 
tyrannical hierarchy ; a covetous and dis- 
obedient prophet, the fitting emblem of 
an apostate priesthood : united, the fittest 
emblem of the Man of Sin ; desirous to 
curse and destroy the people of God.

Testament citations from the Book of 
Psalms, without perceiving that the 
Psalms are written upon a Divine, pre- 
concerted, prophetical plan, and contain 
much more than at first sight they appear 
to do.

But 
that once obtained, a farther scene begins 
to open upon us, and all the blessings of 
the Gospel present themselves to the eye 
of faith. So that the expositor is as a 
traveller ascending an eminence, neither 
unfruitful nor unpleasant ; at the top of 
which when he is arrived, he beholds, like 
Moses from the summit of Mount Nebo, 
a more lovely and extensive prospect lying 
beyond it, and stretching away to the 
utmost bounds of the everlasting hills.

of waters ; till, ravished with the sight, 
he cries out, as Peter did at the view of

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AN EXAMPLE OF MINISTERIAL 
DEVOTEDNESS.

There are 
many things in the life which a missionary 
pastor must lead, so revolting to the 
natural man, that no feeling of mere kind- 
ness or benevolence can enable him to 
endure them. It is the power of the 
Gospel working in his heart, which can 
alone sustain the Christian under them.

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SELF-DENIAL FOR THE GOOD OF 
OTHERS. 

During the great famine in the north* 
western provinces, a collection was made 
in Benares, as in every other European 
station in India, for the poor sufferers, 
and the amount collected was added to 
"the Famine Relief Fund." I men- 
tioned this to our orphans, and at the same 
time told them what I had been reading 
in the papers respecting the sufferings 
which thousands had still to undergo; 
and then I concluded by saying, " Those 
of you, dear boys, who can give some- 
thing, ought to give your mite." I had 
scarcely said so, when some replied, " I 
have four annas, give them;" "I have 
eight;" "I, a rupee;" &c. One boy 
exclaimed, "I am rich, I have six ru- 
pees, the inheritance of my parents : give 
five of them : one I will still keep." I 
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did so* At this, one boy said, "We 
should also like to give something, but we 
have nothing." — " Whoever has nothing/* 
I rejoined, " can give nothing." But the 
boy resumed, " We should like to give ;" 
and pointing to his coat, he continued, 
u I should gladly part with this, but it is 
not mine ; it was given me for my own 
use." I replied, " Although you cannot 
give, yet you can do much for the poor 
people : you can pray for them. " 
" That we will do," was the reply, " and 
still we should like to give." ; I repeated 
what I had said before, and left them. 
When I left the room, the same boy 
arose and said, " Listen, brethren," and 
striking his forehead, he continued, " here 
is much wisdom ; therefore listen to my 
speech, and hearken to what I have to 
say, and I will shew you a plan by which, 
although we have nothing, we shall yet 
be able to give much." The boys 

£ 
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replied, " Say on, brother, for that must 
indeed be a wonderful scheme, by which, 
although we have nothing, we shall yet be 
able to give much." The boy continued, 
" You know the present month has thirty 
days." " Yes," was the reply," " You 
know, also, that the month after that has 
thirty-one." "We know that likewise/ 9 
" You know further, that it is very hot," 
" We need not be told that ; we feel it." 
The boy then continued, "You know also 
that it is not good to eat much during the 
hot weather, for then we are not so liable to 
get fever." " Stop," some of the boys 
cried, "it is good to eat much at all 
times." "No, no," the boy re-asserted, 
" if we do not eat much in the hot season, 
we are not so liable to get fever." " And 
in this he is right," the boys called out, 
" Go on, brother." So he resumed and 
said, "You know we have very, very 
much to eat, more than we can eat." " No, 
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bo," was the cry again ; but the boy con- 
tinued, " Listen : now comes my scheme. 
Since it is not good to eat so much during 
the hot weather, as then we do not so easily 
get fever ; and since we have much, much 
food, I propose, that during two months 
we give up of our food, sixteen pounds 
in the morning, and sixteen pounds in the 
evening, and content ourselves during this 
time with half a breakfast, and three- 
quarters of a dinner. The amount thus 
saved will be in one day so much;, in 
thirty days so much; and in sixty-one 
days — I have it all by heart — it will be 
the large sum of thirty rupees (SI.), and 
this sum we will subscribe to 'The 
Famine Relief Fund.' " This proposition 
was unanimously accepted, and two boys 
were sent to me, to inquire whether I 
would sanction it. . As I knew it would 
do them no harm to practise this self- 
denial for two months, and that they had 
e 2 
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more left than half a breakfast, and three- 
quarters of a dinner, I agreed to it, and 
paid the amount. I went, as usual, 
almost every day among the boys at meal* 
times; and although I could see that 
many of them would have been glad of a 
little more food, and the little ones 
especially stretched out their necks to 
see whether there was any food left on any 
of the plates, but they were always won- 
derfully clean ; yet throughout the time, I 
never heard a single murmur or regret that 
they had consented to the scheme. On the 
contrary, they all rejoiced that they had 
been able to do something in their own way. 
We may have our full breakfast, and 
our full dinner; yet, let us imitate the 
spirit of these children, and we shall alt 
be able to do more for the Heathen than 
we have hitherto done. <

THE INSTITUTIONS OF THE LAW OP 
MOSES TYPICAL OF CHRIST. 

In the writings of the prophets we meet 
with more of the plain and express pro- 
mises of the Messiah, and the grace of 
the Gospel ; but in the Books of Moses 
we find more of the types, both real and 
personal figures of Him that was to come, 
— shadows, of which the substance is 
Christ. (Rom. v. 14.) Those to whom 
to live is Christ will find in these that 
which is very instructive and affecting, 
and which will give great assistance to 
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their faith and love and holy joy. This, 
in a particular manner, -we search the 
Scriptures for, to find what they testify 
of Christ and eternal life. (John v. 39.) 
Nor is it any objection against the appli- 
cation of the ceremonial institutions to 
Christ and his grace, that those to whom 
they were given could not discern this sense 
or use of them ; but it is rather a reason 
why we should be very thankful that the 
veil which was upon their minds in the 
reading of the Old Testament is done 
away in Christ. (2 Cor. iii. 13, 14, 18.) 
Though they then could not stedfasihf 
look to the end of that which is abolished, 
it does not, therefore, follow but that we, 
who are happily furnished with a key to 
these mysteries, may in them, as in a 
glass, behold the glory of the Lord Jesus. 
And yet, perhaps, the pious Jews saw 
more of the Gospfel in their ritual than 
we think they did ; they had, at least, a 
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general expectation of good things to come, 
by faith in the promises made to the 
fathers, as we have of the happiness of 
heaven, though they could not of that 
world to come, any more than we can of 
this, form any distinct or certain idea. 
Our conceptions of the future state, 
perhaps, are as dark and confused, as 
short of the truth, and as wide from it, as 
theirs then were of the kingdom of the 
Messiah; but God requires faith only 
according to the revelation He gives. 
They then were accountable for no more 
light than they had; and we now are 
accountable for that greater light which 
we have in the Gospel, by the help of 
which we may find much more of Christ 
in the Old Testament than they could.

THE FIGURATIVE LANGUAGE OF THE 
PSALMS. 

Besides the figures supplied by the 
history of Israel, and by the law, there is 
another set of images often employed in 
the Psalms, to describe the blessings of 
redemption. These are borrowed from 
the natural world, the manner of its 
original production, and the operations 
continually carried on in it. The visible 
works of God are formed to lead us, 
Under the direction of his Word, to a 
knowledge of those which are invisible ; 
they give us ideas of a new creation 
rising gradually, like the old one, out 
of darkness and deformity, until at 
length it arrives at the perfection of 
glory and beauty; so that while we 
praise the Lord for all the wonders of his 
power, wisdom, and love, displayed in a 
system which is to wax old and perish, 
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we may therein contemplate, as in a glass, 
those new heavens, and that new earth, of 
whose duration there shall be no end. 
The sun, that fountain of life, and heart 
of the world, that bright leader of the 
armies of heaven, enthroned in glorious 
majesty ; the moon shining with a lustre 
borrowed from his beams; the stars 
glittering by night in the clear firmament; 
the air giving breath to all things that live 
and move ; the interchanges of light and 
darkness ; the course of the year, and the 
sweet vicissitudes of the seasons ; the rain 
and the dew descending from above, and 
the fruitfulness of the earth caused by 
them ; the bow bent by the hands of the 
Most High, which compasseth the heaven 
about with a glorious circle; the awful 
voice of thunder, and the piercing power of 
lightning ; the instincts of animals, and the 
qualities of vegetables and minerals ; the 
great and wide sea, with its unnumbered 
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inhabitants ; all these are ready to instruct 

us in the mysteries of faith, and the duties 

of morality ; 

" They speak their Maker as they can, 
And want and ask the tongue of man." 

The advantages of Messiah's reign are 
represented in some of the Psalms under 
images of this kind. We behold a reno- 
vation of all things, and the world, as it 
were, breaks forth into singing. The 
earth is crowned with sudden verdure and 
fertility ; the field is joyful, and all that 
is in it; the trees of the wood rejoice 
before the Lord; the floods clap their 
hands in concert; and ocean fills up 
the mighty chorus, to celebrate the advent 
of the Great King.

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SUNRISE, ON THE ENGLISH LAKES. 

The exquisite beauty and sublimity of 
this country almost makes a pen move of 
itself. Never did I pass so beautiful a 
day as this at the Lakes. This morning, 
at six o'clock, I was walking on the banks 
of Windermere, to catch a sun-rise. 
I had everything I could wish, and 
observed the progress of day with delight. 
The mysterious rolling of clouds across 
the hills announced the first influence of 
the sun. Tints, the most beauteous, 
skirted the eastern clouds; those on the 
west caught them as by sympathy. 
Various patches of mountains soon 
gleamed with the reflection of the yet 
unseen luminary; and such innumerable 
vicissitudes of light and shade filled the 
scene as no tongue can utter. The Lake, 
in all its length of thirteen miles, lay 
beneath me, with its thirty islands.

THE FEMALE ORPHAN REFUGE AT 
AGRIPARRAH. 

There is a spot near Calcutta, less 
known, perhaps, than it deserves, a pre- 
cious portion of the Lord's garden, 
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where the eye of faith can see many trees 
of righteousness of his planting, budding, 
blossoming, and bearing fruit :— itis "out 
of the city, a place by the river-side, where

about them, and their efforts, willingly 
afforded, are found sufficient, yea more 
than sufficient, for the proper discharge of 
the domestic duties of the Refuge; thus 
dispensing with that most fertile source of 
vice in India — heathen servants.

If a man, : on his return homeward from a 
distant country, should be detained in 
some port by contrary winds, he might be 
content to take up with such employ- 
ments and pleasures as the place afforded, 
and might enter with some interest into 
them. But at the first notice that the 
wind had changed, that there was a possi- 
bility of weighing anchor, he would thrust 
aside whatever he was about, he would be 
ready to depart. 

Ought not this, to be the feeling of the 
Christian with respect to his enjoyment of 
this world ? He is in the world, and in 
those lawful pleasures which the world 
affords, — in domestic comforts, in the works 
of nature or of Providence, — he may take 
a temporary interest; but surely, where 
grace exists in any considerable degree, 
this will not be without many an eager 
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look towards his Father's house — towards 
his better country. And though the first 
appearance of that disease, which comes 
*g a messenger to tell him that the wind 
is fair for his departure, may create a 
start, yet surely he must, and will, hail it 
as the bearer of good tidings — as the 
announcement that his Lord is waiting to 
receive him to Himself.
